He goes on to list his non-ham interests as photography, motor- 
cycles, and travel. There are stories for each of those interests, and some of them intertwine. 


He gave a travelogue presentation to a recent International DX Convention about his travels in the Indian 
Ocean. As a result, a major DXpedition was mounted the following year to Pete's recommended DX QTH. 


On another trip he operated homebrew QRP CW from a very rare southern ocean island DXCC entity while the 
cruise ship waited at bay. The ARRL ruled his QSO to be not countable because it was made on sked and no one 
else was worked. But the picture of him sitting on a rain poncho next to a vertical on that barren island is priceless.

15 was open both 
to Europe both mornings. | tried calling CQ on 20 and yielded very little. | de- 
cided to give it a go Sunday on 15 meters. When | let up on the key there was 
mayhem! | thought maybe | had accidentally landed on someone’s frequency. 
No, they were calling me... on 15 meters! It was wild! | was up around 21.104 
MHz and the pile was six deep and | was running 100 Watts. | have to give 
some credit to Flex for a feature that really works in S&P mode. The waterfall 
display allows you to jump from station to station as you work up and down 
the band. It is unlike any other display in that you see the stations history. Of- 
ten on other receivers you will see a station pop up but before you can tune 
them in they are gone. Not the case here. It is point at the transmission on the 
waterfall history display and click.

PRESENTER PROFILE 


Paul N. Charbonneau - W6BZH 
Norwalk, California 


Paul is our speaker for the March meeting. He was born in 1938 in New Bedford, Massachu- 
setts. Paul lived there and attended high school in the New Bedford area. At the age of 14, in 1952 Paul 
acquired his first ham ticket and was given the call sign WN1IHZ. One year later he passed his general 
class license exam and dropped the N from his call sign (W1IHZ). His first real station were Heathkit ra- 
dios that he built. The AT-1 transmitter and the AR-3 receiver produced many hours of enjoyment. It was 
a magical time in the golden years of ham radio and approaching the peak of one of highest solar cycles 
in the history of the hobby. 


In 1956, at 18 years old, Paul joined the United States Air Force. Because he already was experi- 
enced in copying code he was trained as a high speed Morse code intercept operator. Paul went to tech 
school at the Ground Electronics Department at Keesler Air Force Base in Mississippi. His first assign- 
ment was two years at Misawa Japan. Misawa is a city on the northeast end of Japan’s main island, Hon- 
shu, in the Aomori Prefecture, about 400 miles North of Tokyo. It is the only combined joint service instal- 
lation in the western Pacific. Paul obtained the call sign KA8RA, “King Arthur’s 8 Roving Alcoholics”. The 
KA ham prefix was assigned to U.S. military personnel stationed in Japan. In particular the KA6 prefix 
was assigned to hams in Okinawa. This later became KR6. 


After his two year tour Paul came back to the states for an 18 month assignment at Langley AFB, Vir- 
ginia. His principle activity was working in communications security (COMSEC). COMSEC equipment is 
used specifically to encrypt and decrypt military and government transmissions. 


Following that assignment Paul returned to Misawa AFB, Japan for three years. He revived his old 
call sign KA8RA and was again active on the bands from Asia. He returned home to Keesler Air Force 
Base, Biloxi, Mississippi. For three years Paul was an instructor in the Ground Electronics Department. 


In 1965 Paul left the Air Force moved to California. He went to work at Autonetics in Anaheim. He 
worked as a digital electronic equipment test technician on the minuteman 1-2-3 guidance com- 
puters. After three years Paul went to work for Raytheon as a lab technician at LG Hanscom Field out- 
side of Boston. He lasted 6 months and headed back to California After one winter he had had enough of 
the snow. Paul went to work at Raytheon in Hawthorne, CA working on the advanced model of the old 
ANGRC-26 hut from world war Il. 


After his job at Raytheon Paul worked for RESDEL Engineering Corporation in Arcadia, CA. After 5 
years Paul left RESDEL to go to work as the only outside tech for ORANGE COUNTY RADIOTELE- 
PHONE SERVICE in Santa Ana. After 5 years on this assignment Paul went to work for Los Angeles De- 
partment of Water and Power in 1981. 


“| worked as a communication electrician maintaining microwave, two way radio, burglar alarm sys- 
tems, and digital telephone systems. Finally for almost twenty years now | was the radio interference in- 
spector for the City of Los Angeles as well as my other duties. Having bought back my military time | will 
retire with 36 years of service. It has been a great time all as a result of Ham Radio as a teenager.” 


Paul attended the University of Maryland, Cerritos College, and California State University at Long 
Beach where he graduated with a degree in political science.

On behalf of the Tulare County ARC, the offer is still valid, both to the SoCal DX Club, 
and to the No Cal DX Club. All licensed amateurs are always welcome to use the Club's 
repeaters. Here are some of the details of the system, which has changed recently: 


Frequencies are: 146.880(-), 223.880(-), 440.400(+), and 1286.300(-). All require a CTCSS or PL 
tone of 103.5 and all but the 223.500 transmit the same tone to reduce interference. The 146.880 
and 440.400 can access the IRLP and Echolink systems and the others can converse with these 
systems once the link is up. (The tones are not transmitted between controllers at this time.) 


The repeaters are located east of Fresno at 7500'. Coverage area on two meters is from the 
Grapevine south of Bakersfield to at least the Turlock and Tracy area in the north. Other bands 
are somewhat different. These repeaters are linked 24/7 except during power failures at the re- 
peater site. They are broken apart to reduce the drain on the batteries. 


The IRLP does not require an access code, but the Echolink requires a "C" before the node num- 
ber. All we ask is that you ID your station before keying in 
any tones. Otherwise, a control operator may turn off the 
nodes to prevent unauthorized or illegal use. 


The hilltop also has DSTAR. The frequencies are: 145.450 
(-), 440.050(+), 1286.325(-), and 1255.000 Digital Data.
